German War Grows Active. 

ESSEN, Feb. 17.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The French military 
authorities in the Rubr believe that 
the passive resistance of the Germans 
is at an end and that the work of ob- 
struction is entering an active phase. 

They reached this conviction as ad 
result of the bombing of the Kaiserhof 
hotel here, the sinking of barges in 
the Rhine-Herne canal, and the activ- 
ity of the Nationalists, Communists, 
and other political parties during the 
last few days. 

The French intelligence service has 
been informed that the Populist party 
held a large secret meeting in Essen 
on Wednesday the gathering being ad- 
dressed by numerous speakers’ who 
urged active opposition to the French 
and Belgian measures. The: speakers 
are said to have admitted-.that the 
policy of passive resistance inaugurat- 
ed at the instigation of the Berlin gov- 
ernment had failed.

Young 
and old, first offender and habitual 
criminal, the physically clean and the 
diseased are all packed together, ofien 
so tightly that most of the prisoners 
are forced to stand up all night. The 
turnkey says a week ago one country 
boy told him he had stood on his feet 
from Saturday night until Monday 
morning, unable to sit on the floor 
even. And in court the youngster was 
dismissed.

Grain Futures Act May

Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—In ¢ 
brief filed in the Supreme court today 
the government declared that the 
fundamental.question involved in the 
case brought by the Chicago Board of 
Trade to have the grain futures act 
declared unconstitutional was whether 
congress or that grain exchange should 
regulate interstate and foreign com- 
merce and the postal laws so as to 
control the great “current of com- 
merce” flowing between the markets 
of the world’s supply of wheat, corn 
and other cereals. 

The government stated that its posi- 
tion in the present grain future é¢ase 
would be the same as that presented 
when the packers and stockyards act 
was under attack. 

In that case the Supreme court, in 
sustaining that law held, the govern- 
ment declared, that “ commission mer- 
chants and traders, engaged in pur- 
chases and sales, identically as in the 
instant case, constituted a part of the 
current of commerce which was sub- 
ject to regulation.” 

Referring to a brief filed by counsel 
for the Chicago Board of Trade submit- 
ting the views of professors of universi- 
ties on the advantages of trading in 
futures as a means of regulating the 
law of supply and demand, the govern- 
ment placed on file a statement by the 
department of agriculture “on the 
practical workings of the grain ex- 
changes and especially of the Chicago 
Board of Trade,” adding that “a grain 
of practice is worth an ounce of the 
ory.

The campaign 
is not political, but is devoted to spread- 
ing the broad principles of the respon- 
sibilities of citizenship. 

Message of President. 

The message from President Hard- 
img follows: 

“The individual citizen's responsibil- 
ity for executive government begins 
with the selection of the executive. 
This implies the duty of every voter to 
vote; a duty that many millions of 
them regularly fail to perform. Before 
that, it implies the duty to vote in- 
telligently, to make the vote represent 
a deliberate decision based on the 
claims of the opposing parties and 
candidates. 

“ Finally, the executive being duly se- 
lected, it implies the ubligation to give 
him the support of all good citizens in 
every effort of administration of th 
law. That citizen who regards himself 
as a model of the civic proprieties, be- 
cause his present conduct is impeccable, 
but who does not codperate with the 
civil authorities or exert his influence 
in behalf of the best possible adminis- 
tration of the laws, greatly overrates 
his own usefulness as a citizen. The 
responsible officers of government, 
whether it be municipal, state, or na- 
tional, need and are entitled to the 
full and effective support of all citizens 
in the enforcement of laws. 

“If the effort of Rotary should be 
effective in ‘impressing this conception 
of the citizen's duty it will have per- 
‘forced a most useful service.” —

Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[{Spe- 
cial. ]}—Senate amendments to the Brit- 
ish debt funding bill may be accepted 
by the house, which will make it un- 
necessary .o obtdin the approval of a 
conference report. 

The amendments were discussed at 
a meeting of the house ways and 
means cornmittee ‘today, but it was 
decided to defer action until the return 
to the city of Representative Burton 
[Rep., Ohio], author of the bill and 
member of the debt commission. Rep- 
resentative Fordney [Rep., Mich.], 
chairman of the ways and means corm- 
mittee, received a telegram from Mr 
Burton asking that action be delayed. 

For Broader Powers. 

Mr. Fordney said thatthe does not 
like the senate amendment which re- 
quires the ratification of all future 
settlements by congress. He said he 
believed that the commission ought to 
have broad Lower to settle other debts 
as provided in the house bill. 

It was the opinion of Senator Smoot 
[Rep., Uta1], member of the debt com- 
mission, however, that the effect of 
the house provision restricting settle-

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 17.—While 
the American relief administration is

A Marvel of the Ring. 

Of none of the boxers heretofore dis- 
cussed in these articles could it be 
so truly said that he “had every- 
thing.”

A brain that operated with 
the speed of light; a punch that was a 
baby Big Bertha; a superinstinct for 
glove fighting; skill and footwork that 
were like a cat’s; a left hand that has 
seldom been equalled; natural weight; 
correct form, and the requisite vicious 
disposition to win by a knockout if 
possible—all these and many other 
links in the chain of greatness were 
Waugh’s. 

Born in Ft. Worth, Tex., in Novem- 
ber, 1893, Bobby’s record begins in 
1910, when he knocked out eighteen 
men and decisioned his only other 
opponent.

Detected in Two Types. 


This pituitary abnormality [often 
disease] can be detected in two types. 
If the abnormality comes in infancy 
the result is giantitis—the bones long, 
large, heavy. If combined with super- 
thyroid development also accompanied 
tby fat. If, however, the diseased con- 
dition starts later in~-life, after the 
bones have hardened and no longer 
can grow in length, the result is squat, 
heavy, broad type with huge hands, 
feet, heavy skull and powerful bones. 

Wrestlers, almost all, are of the pitu- 
itary type—powerful, slow, less sensi- 
tive to pain than normal beings. Some 
have the adrenal] development also. 
Frank Gotch, for instance, was nor- 
mal pituitarily, but with super-adrenal 
development. He had both the strength 
and the fighting instinct; therefore, he 
was able to defeat those of the pitui- 
tary type who overmatched him in size 
and weight. 

Among the fighters, almost all are 
adrenal_in type until we reach the 
heavyweights, where for generations 
size and sheer strength have been 
sought. 

Willard and Fulton Not Fighters. 

Almost any expert biologist who has 
made a study of glands could have in- 
formed Jess Willard and Fred Fulton 


that they were not fighters, because 


both are of the distinctly pituitary 
type—easy going, lacking in aggres- 
siveness, without desire to hurt an op- 
ponent. 

One of the most famous big men in 
football history was of that type. His 
disease developed after he started play- 
ing football. Although of huge size, 
he became entirely useless, excepting 
for bulk, as a linesman. His team- 
mates diagnosed the case wrongly; they 
said he had been helping ladies acrcas 
the street too long. As a matter of 
fact, his pituitary gland had become 
abscessed and overcrowded the small 
space assigned it inside the skull. 

Jim Jeffries was of the normal adre- 
nal type, sluggishly adrenal, but abnor- 
mal as to his pituitary. The abnormal- 
ity evidently started after childhood, 
resulting in breadth, power, and mani- 
fested itself in lack of aggressiveness 
and increasing slowness, lack of co 
ordination between eye, brain, and mus- 
cles which marks all such cases. 

Battling Nelson, “Kid” Lavigne, 
Stanley Ketchel, and Dempsey are per- 
haps the best examples the prize ring 
has produced of the superadrenal type. 
Unfortunately the adrenal gland’ can- 
not be analyzed by the X-ray, but must 
be studied through reactions, but in 
these cases the action of excitement, or 
injury, of the self-defense instinct has 
been exactly the game as in other ant 
aals of fight'ng nature. 

Addison’s Disease Frequent. 

This type usually breaks earty, is 
subject to nervous smashups and other 
symptoms which, according to the s¢t- 
entists, follow over excitement of the 
adrenal glands. Also the rare disease 
known as Addison's disease is found to 
be more frequent among athletes of the 
combative type, subject to continual 
and long sustained overexcitement of 
the adrenals than among others.

Many seri- 
ous troubles may develop in this unit, 
and only the utmost care will obviate 
some of them. Axle shafts sometimes 
break or are twisted out of their proper 
shape. Bearings are sometimes 
crushed. The differential gears are 
peculiarly liable to chipping, which 
may very probably result in the ruin 
of the whole unit.

As is generally the case, the prin- 
cipal item in the proper care of the 
rear axle is lubrication. Never make 
the mistake of using grease in this 
part, as used to be the rule. Oil is 
the proper lubricant for the rear axle.

Ventilation Highly Important. 


Large hatcheries can be operated 
successfully only where there are 
warm brooder houses well heated and 
properly ventilated, says James A. 
Dorrill, who handles 3,000 pure bred 
layers and turns out thousands of baby 
chicks on his poultry farm at Leas- 
burg, Mo. All during February and 
the early part of March he is kept 
busy tuning up his incubators and get- 
ting brooder houses ready for the early 
spring hatch of 4,000 or 5,000 baby 
chicks. 

His first job in the spring is to get 
all of the two year old birds on the 
open range and feed them mixtures 
that will put them in ideal condition 


tfor producing eggs for the incubator, 


looking after the mating to make sure 
that all the eggs will be fertile. Eggs 
that are laid by hens on the range, get- 
ting plenty of exercise, produce much 
stronger chicks than those of birds 
that are confined. 


Hatch in April. 


“JY start my incubators between the 
10th and 25th of March, so they will 
hatch from the ist to the 15th of 
April,” said Mr. Dorrill. “I have ten 


time. From the 6,000 eggs I am able 
to save an average of 4,200 chicks, 
which I consider a fair average for the 
early hatch.” 

As soon as the chicks hatch and are 
thoroughly dry they are removed to 
warm brooder rooms, which are kept 
at a temperature of 100 degrees Fah- 
renheit, almost as high as that of the 
incubator. The temperature is grad-

If your hens do not produce more 
than ninety eggs each a year they are 
not making a profit, according to L. L. 
Heller’s figures in a recent issue of the 
Cook County Farmer. At present prices 
the ninety-one egg hen is merely pro- 
ducing a profit of one egg in twelve 
months. 

He adds: “ The hen which lays 200 
eggs a year is yielding a profit of 110 
eggs and is worth as much as 110 hens

“Regulating the temperature and 
keeping the brooder room warm are 
the most important factors in getting 
baby chicks started right, and this can- 
not be done unless the house is prop- 
erly built,” adds the Leasburg poultry 
ranch manager. “I built the brooder 
rooms and equipped them with stoves 
and a ventilator system so that I could 
control the temperature and avoid sud- 
den changes that chill or overheat the 
chicks. I have six brooder rooms in a 
row, three on each side of the feed 
room. Each room is 16x16 feet. The 
walls are made of double boards, one 
inch lumber, and covered on the outside 


incubators that held 600 eggs each, and f° 
E have all of them going at the same 


and lined on the inside with three ply 
roofing paper. 

“With a kerosene hehetes stove in 
the center of each room I can Keep 
1,000 chicks comfortable with a smal! 
amount of labor. I have ventilators 
with 6 by 6 inch openings coming in 
at the opposite corners of the brooder 
rooms, and in the other two corners 
stovepipes are installed to carry the 
warm, stale air out. The lower ends 
of the pipes are 18 inches above the 
floor, and extend up to the attic. In 
this way I have a constant supply of 
fresh air coming in; the stale air go- 
ing out through the stovepipes to the 
attic and on out through the ventilator 
on top of the roof. I never use hovers 
around broodér sitpves, for I keep the 
temperature s6 well regulated that the 
chicks are comfortable in almost any 
part of the room. When it is not rain- 
ing they are allowed to run outdoors 
if it is too warm in the brooder 
rooms.”

Wash fruit care- 
ty. Use a long, sharp knife. Cut 
end slices and reject. Cut as much 
af the rest as you can into the thin- 
nest slices—note what is said below 
this subject—and, what-you cannot 
t thus, chop or cut into small dice.

Rs, Cooking Marmalade. 

“Tt the skin or peel is not cooked 
until tender in plain water before 
i is added, it will be hard in the 

lade. ‘It-seems to take a lit- 

more cooking to make orange peel 
tender than it does that of lemon and 
grapefruit. Perhaps the fruit would 
be cut so fine that it would become 
mushy in the cooking, but that would 
rarely happen if the fruit were sliced. 

When it is cut up fine as in making 
filled marmalades, such as those with 
carrot, it will be more or less of 
that character and the product a jam 
and not a jelly. 

When the fruit is cut too coarsely 
the pieces of fruit are likely to be 
Harder than the jelly in which they 
are suspended. They will be of dif- 
ferent texture but should be as ten- 
der. If the fruit is coarsely cut the 
jellying quality of the whole is less 
perfect. 

“Too rapid cooking breaks up the 
fruit as well as drives off fruit fia- 
vor and aroma. It may boil, but 
gently, gently. It would be possible 
to cook it so rapidly as to get a quite 

‘yauddy mixture. 


The Water to Add. ~ 


the amount 
of water to use with the fruit, be- 
cause oranges vary in size, but it is 
usually better to adda little less than 
the formula rather than a little more. 
With too much water the cooking 
must be prolonged. The best way 
is to test the mixture by cooking one- 
half cup or, perhaps better, one whole 
cup of it with an equal measure of 
sugar. If it takes a long time to 
“jell” it contains too much water, 
and the best thing to do is to cook 
some of it out before adding the sugar. 
But be careful. The fruit has al- 
ready been cooked tender, or should

Orange Jelly and Pectin. 


Orange jellies are coming more and 
more into vogue, especially in the or- 
ange growing states. It is a way of 
salvaging culls. One of the dainty 
commercial products which passes as 
a marmalade is an orange jelly with 
one long string of orange peel and for 
its trade mark or brand a dried orange 
blossom. It is called preserved orange. 

On the whole it is perhaps easier to 


" make orange jelly than orange marma- 


The best kind of utensil is one that 
is shallow and broad, so that the 
evaporating surface may be as great 
as possible, rather than high and of 
small diameter. That is the best sort 
of a utensil, too, for cooking all jel- 
lies. They may often be cooked in 
one-half the time in the proper uten- 


Amber Marmalade. 

Amber marmalades are just as easy 
and just as hard to make as pie crust, 
and perfect marmalades are as rare 
as superfine pie crust. There are 
reasons why success with the lat- 
ter formula is easier than with some 
others, which explains its exceedingly 
wide use under many names: One 
fine grapefruit, one rather tart orange, 
one lemon. Wash the fruit and cut 
into the thinnest possible slices, skin 
and all. Measure and put to soak 
in earthenware in three times its 
measure of water. Boil for ten min- 
utes the second day—the long soak- 
ing is the best sort of softening—and 
on the third day cook like jelly. Re- 
member perfection and worth and a 
beautiful light color and dainty flavor 
come with short time cooking in small 
portions. 

This year the navel oranges seem 
to be just right, but should you add to 
three of them, as in my favorite recipe, 
the juice of the three lemons which 
were extra large, you might get an 
overacid preparation. With this you 
might get a rather cheesy marmalade. 
but quite eatable, whereas a thin mar 
malade, which will not form a stiff 
and tender jelly because it has not 
enough acid, is gummy and heavy and 
sirupy and rather insipid. It spreads 
or runs on the dish. 


Qualities to Be Preserved. 

The qualities of oranges are so fine 
and. essential and easy to destroy that 
few ways of cooking them have yet 
been worked out. These qualities and 
substances have been summarized 
thus: “In the orange are to be found 
a refreshing vegetable acid, an essen- 
tial oil, an exquisite aroma; the two 
last, the oil and the aroma, are delight- 
fully corrective of the acid.’”” Now it 
is that oil in the yellow surface cells 
that add strength of flavor, but with 
strong cooking it gives a rather hor- 
rid quality to anything, whether it 
be orange chips (candied peel) or mar- 
malade. There are qualities jn the 
juice that may be emphasized by 
this oil and it is really needed for 
that’ very thing, yet perhaps it 
would not be a-bad plan to grate part 
of that yellow skin off before cutting 
the orange. And this brings us to a 
mention of surface qualities of the 
orange to be used for marmalade. It 
should be firm and stiff. Stiff or firm 
oranges not only cut well but they are 
likely to be more acid. It has been

“With a sharp knife remove every 
particle of the outside yellow rind from 
oranges or lemons. Remove white peel 
and putit through a meat chopper. To 
each cupful, pressed down, of chopped 
white peel add the juice of one lemon 
and let stand one hour. Add two cups 
of water, heat to boiling point, and let 
boil five minutes. Let stand overnight; 
add four cups of water; heat to boiling 
point and boil ten minutes. Strain 
through a canton flannel] jelly bag. 
This extraction can be poured at once 
into sterile bottles and kept until need- 
ed, or flavored as desired and made 
into jelly.” About one cup of straw- 
berries cooked with one cup of this 


preparation until their juice is extract-, 
ed, then drained, will make a good | 


jelly, but it may be necessary to boil 
it'down a little before adding an equal 
measure of sugar. Strawberries are a 
watery berry. The berries of the pres- 
ent market-are more suitable for cook- 
ing than anything else. ,Utilizing one 
cup in this wise makes a pleasant ex- 
periment, and if the results are satis- 
factory making on a larger scale may 
then be attempted.

GLEASON : 
How do you mean, silly? 

MAMIE:

And who pays for the 
party? The brother who stayed home and be- 
haved himself. (Pause.) I’ve always won- 
dered how they figure that out to be such a 
highly moral story. 

GLEASON : 
I'd say the prodigal son got the best of it. The 
moral is, be a prodigal son. 

MAMIE: 
Exactly. There’s.Ma, throwing a fit over Bill 
just because he ran away and was glad to get 
back honte again. Well, I guess the kid got 
bumped enough. I bet he'll stay home nights 
fora while now. (Comes to suddenly.) Ooh! 

: Look at the time. 

GLEASON (consulting extra thin watch): 
Yes, and I must finish those two full page ads 
tonight. (Pleadingly.) Can’t you stay and 
help me? 

MAMIE (of course she can): 
Why—I don’t see quite how—it’s—it’s—how 
long will it take? 


GLEASON (Those eyes! That smile!): | 
Let’s go out and have a bite to eat and then 
come back and, finish. 


MAMIE (to herself): 
Suppose Red saw me—Ooh! 
I don’t know—I—I—I——— 
(Which, of course, means yes in any language.) 


Scene Ii. 


The long, steel gray limousine of David Gleason sweeps 
silently up to the curb and stops before the dazzling portal 
of the Roundabout café. With practiced speed and pre 
cision the chauffeur alights and opens the door for Gleason,

(Enters café, leaving Red pacing up and down outside in 
the frame of mind that often goes with red hair.)

My, do you remember the day? 

(Notes subconsciously with a pang that Gleason doesn’t 
chew his oysters as Red does ...and yet Red means so 
well.) 

GLEASON (warmly): 
Of course I remember the day. 

(If Red could come in now, ooh! Who is that at the door? 
Isn’t that Red’s companion? Sure enough.) 


MAMIE (changing the subject hurriedly . . . after 
all, he’s always seemed mice enough, but there's 
Red to be considered, too ... but gee whiz! a 
girl can go out to dinner with a fellow, can't she, 


Their whole backs into each bew. 
especially if it's almost business, as you might 
says.

Sport models with 
belts and patch pockets are all right 
for extra suits to be worn for sport 
or country, but for all round street 
suits they won’t do. For the same rea- 
son unfinished worsteds and similar 
smooth goods have preference over 
tweeds and homespuns, since the lat- 
ter materials are reserved strictly for 
lounge and sport clothes. 

Another point to take into considera- 
tion is that it doesn’t pay to buy a 
cheap suit, especially if it is to be the 
only one. ~Theap goods become shabby 
sp soon that they are more expensive 
in the long run. It is better to buy 
one good suit than two cheaper ones. 

If possible, it is advisable to have a 
suit with two pairs of trousers. This 
enables you to have on hand one pair 
freshly pressed. Besides which, the 
coat and vest of a suit always outlive 
the other half. However, ready made 
clothes are not always procurable with 
the extra trousers, which means that 
sooner or later you will have an odd 
coat that is still in pretty good condi- 
tion. 

There are two suggestions for mak- 
ing the most out of this coat. One is 
to keep it until summer when you can 
use it with white flannel] trousers for 
country and sport wear, since any odd 
dark coat is proper for this. Another 
plan, which combinés economy with 
fashion,is to buy an odd pair of striped 
trousers when the suit is new and work 


them enough to save wear on your 
other trousers, especially if the suit 
is black or oxford gray. Many of the 
smartest dressers are wearing such a 
combination of dark sack coat and 
striped trousers as a compromise be- 
tween the business suit and the morn- 
ing coat. This may be worn to busi- 
ness or used as a semi-formal daytime 
dress. Either the vest belonging to 
the coat ora fancy one, such as is worn 
with a cutaway, may be used. 


Two suits are, of course, an easier 
proposition for the man who wants to 
be well dressed. With two suits you 
can always have one freshly pressed 
hanging in the closet, and it cannot be 
emphasized too often that neatness is 
more important than actual style. Also 
a suit is said to give better service 
if it has an occasional rest. 

As for evening clothes, unless a man 
is going to be a hermit, he will need 
at least a tuxedo. In these days a 
tuxedo is of more use to a man than 
a full dress, for the latter is abso 
lutely necessary only at large recep- 
tions, balls, and evening weddings. For 
ordinary dances, dinner parties, and 
such, a dinner coat is sufficient. A tux- 
edo, if procured in a conservative 
model, will last a man for years, as 
it will not go out of style, and doesn’t 
get enough wear in one season to put it 
out of commission.

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OF SERBIA—FATHER MARDARY. 


The Rt. Rev. Archimandrite Father 
Mardary, administrator of the Serbian 
Eastern Orthodox diocese in the United 
States of America and Canada, has 
taken up his residence in Chicago at 
1905 Fowler street and will at once 
proceed to organize congregations 
throughout his territory. He hopes, 
he says, to organize fifty new congre 
gations in addition to those already 
organized and to establish other 
branches of work. 

There are twenty-six bishops in the 
church in Serbia, but Bishop Mardary 
is the only Serbian bishop in this coun- 
try. He says he wants his people re 
siding here to become true Americans, 
learn the English language and sup- 
port American institutions. 

Bishop Mardary was formerly in 
Russia, and because of his outspoken 
denunciation of the former czar and 
the monk Rasputin was banished to Si- 
beria. He was restored to the church 
under Kerensky. Because of the low 
rate of exchange in his native country, 
Bishop Mardary appeals to all citi- 
zens who want to see the Serbs re- 
ligiously cared for in America to as- 
sist him in his mission.

: EW YORK.—{Special Correspond- 
ence.}—The spring coat is not the 
simple habiliment of other years. 
It is bold of braiding, and fre- 

quently boastfully brilliant of coloring. 

Dressy coats have quite a reputation to 

live up to this spring to equal the ad- 

vance guard headed Paim Beachwards. 

At that, a surprising number of pure 

white ones were in the phalanx, and pale 

grays and beiges, all braided in self- 
tones to the utmost seam. 

A bedspread we once had at home is 
typical of the braiding on many new 
couts. Mother bought it from an Ar- 
menian peddier. It was white and chain 
stitched all over, with yellow alk im 
rising sun pattern. Yesterday I saw tha 
rising sun playing over the back of 
white crepe coat, chain stitching and alli, 
and overflowing on the raglan sleeve. 
The front was of plain white crepe, 


caught to the left side in wrap style with . 


self-strings. 


There were shams, small replicas of 
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that big counterpane. They would turn 
very well today into such hip length, 
chain embroidered jackets as are being 
shown. They sport a side sash tie of 
contrasting hue to the embroidery, and 
are meant for wear with plaited whitc 
skirts. 

Remember the Turkish curtains stuck 
all over with tin to represent mirrors? 
This material, mirrors and all, is shown 
worked up into jackets in « leading shop! 

In short, you cannot go wrong by 
working up any far east fabric, be it 
bayadere stripes, Persian chain embroid- 
ery, India shawls, Greek cottage embroid- 
ery on black, or what not, into a spring 
coat. 

The only rule to observe is to let no 
inch of plain goods escape the needle. 
Braid it with soutache or chain stitch- 
ing, applique it, band it, conceal its orig- 
inal significance as much as possible. 

Thus we get coats like No. 6, works 
of art with their lovely braiding. This 
is of white taffeta, braided with narrow, 
shining silk. The semi-chawl collar 1s 
characteristic of many of the epring 
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wraps. A similar white coat, though of 
wool, showed the material of which it 
was made only in a band down the front 
and another around the natural waistline. 
Otherwise it was incrusted with rattail 
silk braid. hand sewn in a carefully stud- 
ied design for that coat alone. It had a 
straight collar, buttoned under the chin, 
no belt, but the usual side tie of self- 
nraterial. 

Ordinarily the back line of coats t un- 
broken. If the designer's fancy gives 
itself scope, it is with front arrange- 
ments. But embroidery designs know ho 
front or back. In fact, the heavy em- 
broidery act ie most often performed on 
the back. above the waistlme. This may 
be all solid embroidery. 

A charming allover embroidered coat 
of the strictly straight, hook to the left 
side order was all white, except in two 
or three carefully selected spots, where 
the white chain stitching changed to 
green—a bit of dragon, perhaps; or the 
skeleton of a leaf. 

The straight band or flange collar is 
much seen. as in the second figure I am

left, and more
